1860. He *died in the Protestant Hos­ 
pital in Nashville, Tenn., at 8:50 a. m. 
,on Thursday, April 17th. 1924, at the 
age of 63. 
As a boy Mr. Shelton b§gan his 
professional and ..unfilfsfc In* hf print­ 
ing office and learnqd 
the 
business 
from the ground up. In his wide and 
varied experience he served papers in 
New York, San FraAqisco and many 
other cities and towns. Among these 
Srere the Daily Herald of Columbia, 
Tenn., and the Cairo Bulletin of Cairo. 
111. He with H. D. Harkreader leased 
the Twin City Telegram 13 years ago 
and after organizing a company in 
1911 began publishing the Albany-De- 
catur Daily the first issue of which 
appeared on February 26th, 1912. 
Our departed member, “Bill” Shel- 
ton, as a man, a husband, a father, 
® and as a friend was an exemplary 
character. He early developed a spirit 
of patriotism and love for his country. 
The troublesome times in which he 
grew up taught him many 
valuable 
lessons. He traveled widely and read 
much. This gave him a liberal educa­ 
tion and a broad culture besides de­ 
veloping his better powers and stabil­ 
ized his sympathies. His constant at­ 
tention to h»» wif£, his gentleness and 
sympathy and his thoughtfulness w as 
beautiful ákVid won the admiration of 
all who knew him. As a father he w as 
careful as to his example and his pre- 
l that 
cept and so lived th a tjiis son could 
follow in his frtepea<As a friend he per­ 
mitted no diffeaence of opinion, polit­ 
ically or otherwise to become a perso­ 
nal matter. He was kind, courteous 
and considerate to all alike. He was 
proud of his community, of his busi­ 
ness and of his people. He recently 
said “the folks of Albany-Decatur are 
the best folks in the world.** 
A* a man of affairs “Bill” Shelton 
acquaintance with public men and out­ 
standing characters was wide. He not 
only loved to welcome them to his 
place of business and to engage in 
pleasant and interesting reminiscenses 
but he often spoke of them to others.
